Among  Southern  Baptist  as¬ 
sociations  of  churches,  all  re¬ 
coverable  minutes  from  Illinois, 
South  Carolina,  Texas,  Arkan¬ 
sas,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee 
have  ben  microfilmed. 

The  Commission  has  orders 
to  microfilm  minutes  of  asso¬ 
ciations  in  Georgia.  Oklahoma, 
and  Louisiana.  These  are  to  be 
dilmed  in  1959. 

The  Historical  Commission  be¬ 
gan  microfilming  Baptists  his¬ 
torical  material  58  months  ago, 
Cox  reported.  It  hopes  to  have 
on  microfilm  within  three  ^'ears 
all  recoverable  minutes  of  every 
Southern  Baptist'aisociation  of 
churches. 

States  other  than  those  al¬ 
ready  mentioned  are  planning 
to  have  their  associational  min¬ 
utes  processed  in  the  near  fu¬ 
ture,  according  to  Cox.

— Charges  brought  by  two  Bap¬ 
tist  ministers  against  nine  tav¬ 
ern  owners  accused  of  violating 
state  laws  by  selling  alcoholic 
bgverkges  h>  young  people  were 
dismissed  in  local  court  here 
“due  to  lack  of  evidence.” 

Judge  Robert  Butler  acquitted 
two  of  defendants  and  drop¬ 
ped  the  case  against  the  seven 
others. 

He  also  criticized  one  of  the 
cle-gymen.  Rev.  James  Walker, 
an  evangelist,  who  with  hia 
brother.  Rev.  Baxter  Walker  of 
Grace  Baptist  church,  had  ob¬ 
tained  evidence  against  the  bar 


owners  and  brought  the  rhargea 
to  court. 

Judge  Butler  said  he  had  no 
quarrel  with  the  ministers’  de¬ 
sire  for  prohibition  “but  they 
have  gone  about  this  thing  In 
the  wrong  way  .  .  and  have 
cast  aspersions  on  the  police."

2,000^000  people.  I  was  delighted,  as  were  all  of  us,  to  observe  here 
a  strongr  well  establislied  Baptist  work.  Obviously  the  work  in 
Chile  is  the  strongest  «e  have  west  of  the  Andes,  which  is  quite 
natural  since  it  is  our  eldest  work  on  that  side  of  the  continent 
Southern  Baptists  began  work  in  Chile  in  1917  and  for  forty 
years  our  missionaries  have  proclaimed  the  Gospel  of  salvation 
by  grace  in  a  land  where  to  many  people  that  message  is  still 
strange.  . 

We  now  have  in  Chile  68  organized  churches  and  325  mission 
points.  Thirteen  of  Uie  churchesrare  in  Santiago.  In  the  Baptist 
Seminary  thbre'are  eight  young  ladies  preparing  for  vocational 
Christian  service  and  8  youn^*men  who  are  ministerial  students. 
These  young  people  hdp  carry  on  the  work  in  the  churches  and 
mission  points  in  this  aea.  Anjong  the  eleven  missionaries  now 
in  Santiago  is  another  Hississippian  whom  we  were  glad  to  greet, 
Miss  Georgia  Mae  Oghorn,  of  Meridian. 

The  Baptists  of  Satiago  are  feeling  very  keenly  the  great 
loss  sustained  in  the  ncent  passing  of  two  outstanding  mission¬ 
aries,  Reuben  Franks  ind  Marlin  Hicks  who  died  in  the  Baptist 
Hospital  in  New  Orlean  less  than  a  month  apart.  They  and  their 
families  were  loved  aid  appreciated  by  all  who  knew  them  and 
they  are  being  seriouiiy  missed  in  the  work.  Mrs.  Hicks  is  the 
former  Dorothy  Gilbert  of  Meridian  who  worked  with  us  as  Edu¬ 
cational  Director  M  Fifteenth  Avenue  Church,  Meridian,  when  I 
was  pastor  there  somejears  ago. 

•It  was  my  privilege  to  bring  personal  greetings  from  Mrs. 
Hicks  to  the  many  frieads  in  Santiago,  both  in  an  informal  meet¬ 
ing  at  the  Seipinary  aaj  at  the  prayer  meeting  at  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  ChureJi -where  theHkks  family  were  members.  Since  I  had 
taken  part  in  the  funeral  of  Brother  Hicks  in  Fort  Woi'th  just 
three  weeks  before,  it  was  mine  also  to  tell  these  friends  about 
this  sefvice  in  which  M  Mrs.  Hicks’  request  Ihe  mission  emphasis 
was  uppermost.

SANTIAGO,  Chilt— ^tantiago  was  a  thrilling  place  to  all  of  us 
who  are  on  the  mi^OD  tour  of  South  America.  We  were  warmly 
received  with  a  lovely  reception  at  the  seminary  given  by  the 
faculty  and  local  worlers.  Dr.  R.  Cecil  Moore  proudly  showed  us 
the  facl]itle<i  at  the  school  used  in  recording  the  weekly  Baptist 
broadcast  These  thiSy  minute  programs  of  ,song  and  sermon 
go  out  to  some  200, (XM)  people  over  seven  radio  stations.  Students 
are  used  in  the  musit.  Dr.  Moore  usually  preaches  but  about 
once  a  moi^  uses  a  Rational  pastor.  He  modestly  admitted  that 
it  is  the  best  religious  broadcast  in  Chile. 

Miss  Georgia  Mae  Ogbum  told  us  that- though  Chile  has  only 
about  sixty-five  churches,  they  have  07  Woman's  Missionary  Soc¬ 
ieties  and  over  120  Sunbeam  Bands.  This  past  year  G.  A.  and 
R.  A.  camps  were  coaducted.  All  Spanish  W.  M.  U.  literature  is 
published  here.  Mrs.  Moore  helps  with  this. 

On  Friday  we  went  to  the  seminary  for  the  Chapel  service. 
The  students  are  the  hope  of  our  future  work  in  Chile.  They  re¬ 
ceived  us  warmly. 

In  every  place  we  have  found  our  wonderful  missionaries 
doing  a  splendid  job.  They  have  had  us  in  their  homes,  shown 
us  the  work,  and  inspired  us  all  by  their  spirit  of  zeal  and  faith¬ 
fulness.

BUENOS  AIRES,  Argentina — Greater  Buenos  Aires  has  over 
five  million  people.  It  la  a  great  modem  city  with  beautiful 
plazas,  museums,  buildings,  and  subway  transportation.  About 
fifty  years  ago  Southern  Baptists  began  their  work  here.  Realiz¬ 
ing  that  national  pastora  must  be  trained,  Baptists  began  offer¬ 
ing  sermon  training_  about  35  years  ago.  Today  Mississippian's 
William  Lowery  Cooper  ia  preisdent  of  our  International  Bap- 
Uat  Theological  Seminary.  The  seminary  now  has  60  Latin  Amer¬ 
ican  students  enrolled.  It  has  new,  beautiful  modem  buildings. 

Seminary  students  and  faculty  have  provided  pastoral  lead¬ 
ership  for  many  of  the  200  Baptist  churches  and  preaching  sta¬ 
tions  In  Argentina.  In  Buenos  Aires  our  work  enjoys  compara¬ 
tive  freedom  from  the  persecution  found  in  many  other  countries.

If  you  are  depressed  and  discouraged  at  the  thought  of 
our  civilization  cracking  up,  here  is  something  to  consider: 

“It  is  a  gloomy  moment  in  history  Not  in  the  life- 
.  times  of  most  men  has  there  been  sq  much  grave  and"  ‘ 
y^deep  apprehension;  never  has  the  future  seemed  sb  in¬ 
calculable  as  at  this  time. 

“The  political  cauldron  seethes  and  bubbles  with 
uncertainty.  Russia  hangs,  as  usual,  like  a  cloud,  dark 
and  silent,  upon  the  horizon  of  Europe;  while  all' the 
energies,  resources  and  influences  of  the  British  Em¬ 
pire  are  sorely  tried,  and  are  yet  to  be  tried  more  sore¬ 
ly,  in  coping  with  its  disturbed  relations  in  China. 

It  is  a  solemn  moment,  and  of  our  trouble  no  man  can 
see  the  end.” 

A  dark  picture.  A  solemn  moment,  indeed.  These  are 
quotations  from  an  editorial,  quotations  that  closely  paral¬ 
lel  our  own  time. 

Actually  these  words  appeared  In  the  magazine  Har¬ 
per’s  Weekly  exactly  a  hundred  years  ago,  October,  1857. 

It  appears  that  troubles  come  and  troubles  go,  but  they 
have  seldom  settled  permanently  on  bne  generation.

The  Maeon  Ctrureh  Und  the 
surrounding  community  were 
greatly  blessed  and  inspired 
by  the  series  of  missionary 
addresses  delivered  by  Mis¬ 
sionary  J.  E.  Wills  of  China 
The  Missionary  Rally  spon 
sored  by  the  Woman’s  Bap 
list  Missionary  Societies  of 
the  Baptist  Churches  of 
Noxubee  County  on  a  Fri¬ 
day  gave  impetus  to  the 
movement  that  ran  for  fif¬ 
teen  days.  Pastor  H.  M.  King 
and  Mrs.  King  led  in  the 
movement  and  deserved  the 
credit,  according  to  reporter 
'I.  L.  Dtjrroh. 

The  Griffith  Memorial  Bap 
tist  Church,  Jackson,  was 
formally  organized  on  Sun¬ 
day  September  13,  1907  3:00 
o’clock  P.  M.  with  thirty- 
four  charter  members.  Rev. 
G.  W.  Wiley  who  had  been 
in  charge  of  the  mission  for 
several  months,  under  the 
sponsorship  of  the  First  Bap 
tist  Church,  became  the  first 
pastor.  The  presbytery  con¬ 
sisted  of  Pastor  W.  F.  Yar¬ 
borough  of  First  Church, 
Pastor  W.  P.  Price  of  the 
Second  (Calvary)  Church, 
Supply  Pastor  G.  W.  Riley  of 
Griffith  Memorial,  and  Edi¬ 
tor  T.  J.  Bailey  of  The  Bap 
tist  Record,  and  six  deacons 
all  of  Jackson.  The  newly 
organized  church  was  named 
Griffith  Memorial  Baptist 
Church,  honoring  Mr.  Rich¬ 
ard  Glffith  and  Wife;  he  hav¬ 
ing  donated  the  beautiful  lot 
upon  which  the  house  of.wor- 
ship  is  located,  and  she,  after 
his  death,  later  give  $1.000.(X) 
on  the  building.  The  build¬ 
ing  had  heen  c.umpleted  and 
furnished  With  beautiful  cir¬ 
cular  oak  pews  before  ,  the 
church  was  organized.

ING  MEAT  OFFERED  TO 
IDOLS.  Suppose  yourself  in 
Corinth  In  the  day,pf  Paul,  and 
suppose  you  had  necessity  to 
satisfy  your  hunger,  as  is  nor¬ 
mal.  You  go  to  the  market  to 
buy  a  roast  or  steak,  or  a  pork 
backbone  or  a  serving  of  spare- 
ribs,  what  you  please.  There  is 
not  a  portion  of  meat  in  the 
market  that  is  not  cut  from  the 
carcass  of  an  animal  which  was 
not  slaughtered  in  sacrifice  to 
one  or  another  of  the  heatbern 
gods.  Every  meal  in  any  home 
might  be  an  act  of  worship,  and 
you  would  be  worshiping  the 
god  In  sacrifice  to  whom  the 
animal  from  whose  slaughtered 
carcass  the  meat  you  might  be 
eating  was  carved. 

Paul  is  saying.  “You  all  do 
know  that  an  idol  is  nothing  in 
the  world.  Therefore,  eating 
i  meat  slaughtered  in  sacrifice  to 
any  one  of  all  these  idols  has  no 
significance  religiously.”  But 
not  all  the  Christians  in  Corinth 
were  as  well  developed  as  PauL 

You  can  easily  imagine  a  Cor¬ 
inthian  who  has  been  converted 
out  of  paganism  no  longer  than 
a  month  or  two.  He  has  ,quit : 
paganism,  but  he  has  not  yet 
learned  how  to  shape  his  con¬ 
duct  strictly  according  to  Chris¬ 
tian  standards.  He  has  been 
brought  to  believe  that,  when  he 
sees  a  man  eating  meat  killed  Jn 
sacrifice  to  Zeus,  that  the  eater 
is  worshiping  Ecus  in  the  very 
act  of  eating. 

What  is  more  natural  than  for 
this  observer  to  say,  “I  see  Bro. 
Jones  is  worshipping  Zeus.  If  , 

■•t  to  tmr  ton  to  i 

Zeus,  It  is  also  right  for  me.” 
So  you  have  led  him  to  worship  ! 
an  idol. 

Thus  you  ^cause  this  weak 
brother  to  do  wrong.  Paul  says 
that.  If  this  sort  of  the  eating 
of  meat  kQIrd  in  sacrifice  to  an  ' 
idol  would  cauM  an  untaught 
brother  to  worship  the  idol, 
then  to  keep  the  weak  brother 
from  sinning,  he  will  abstain 
from  eating  meat.

“Hang  on,  help  is  on  the  way.” 


Baptist 

preacher  declined  the  '  danger¬ 
ous  undertaking,  fearing  o^o- 
sition  from  the  state  church  of 
Virginia  and  civil  authorities. 

The  Baptists  were  converted 
under  the  preaching  of  John 
Weatherford,  Baptist  minister 
confined  to  Chesterfield  County 
jail  since  May.  Weatherfdrd 
was  arrested  for  preaching  with¬ 
out  a  Licensa  from  tha  slato 
'  chuiTh  and  was  charged  with 
disturbing  the  peace. 

Chastain's  precautions  for  the 
safety  of  the  new  converts  evi¬ 
dently  were  well  taken.  As 
soon  as  he  arrived  In  Chester¬ 
field  County  he  was  ordered  to 
leave  or  face  a  prison  sentence. 

Chastain,  whose  courage 
matches  that  of  the  imprisoned 
minister  who  invited  him  here, 
not  only  refused  to  leave,  but 
:  announced  that  he  planned  to 
conduct  serviees  at  a  brush  ar¬ 
bor  in  the  neighborhood.  At 
the  meeting  he  fa<ed  furtlier 
intimidation. 

When  the  Baptist  arose  to 
preach,  a  ruffian  appeared  with 
a  bottle  of  rum  and  challenged 
him,  "Come  down  from  that  pul¬ 
pit  and  take  a  drink  with  me  or 
ril  horsewhip*  you," 

"I  do  not  wish  tjj  drink." 
Chastain  replied;  “and  as  I  am 
not  a  tedious  preacher  1-will  not 
keep  you  here  long.” 

The  preacher's  gentleness  and 
good  spirit  cowed  the  Intruder, 
snd  the  Baptist  was  allowed  to 
deliver  his  message. 

"1  felt  perfectly  willing  to 
receive  stripes  for  his  sake,  who 
was  so  willingly  stricken  for 
me."  Chastain  said  afterward. 

To  date  civil  and  church  au¬ 
thorities  have  been  unable.  iS 
silence  Weatherford,  who  has 
preached  to  large  -crowds  de¬ 
spite  his  imprisonment.'  When 
followers  gathered  outside  his 
cell  window  to  hear  the  Baptist 
evangelist,  his  opponents  slash¬ 
ed  his  hands  and  forearms  with 
knives  as  he  gestured  through 
the  bars. 

Later  a  stone  wall  topped 
with  broken  glass  was  erected 
outside  the  jail  to  hold  back 
the  crowds.  This  strategy:  also 
failed  to  break' up  the  meetings. 
.Ts  throngs  gather  beside  the 
wan.  they  raised  a  flag  signal, 
ing  Wfalherford' to  preach.  His 
I  booming  voice  ia  Msily  heard 
from  witWrt  the -priio’n.'

714  home  runs  completely  obliterated  the  1330  strike-outs. 

“Cy  Young,  perhaps  the  greatest  pitcher  of  all  time,  ac¬ 
cumulated  511  victories,  a  mark  that  never  has  been  threat¬ 
ened.  But  what'is  generally  forgotteft  is  that  Young  ac¬ 
tually  lost  almost  as  many  games  as  he  won. 

“One  of  the  failingest  men  who  ever  lived  was  always 
trying  experiments  that  were  unsuccessful  Yet  we  never 
think  of  'Thomas  Edison  as  a  failure. 

At  Fort  Necessity,  during  the  French  and  Indian  War, 
a  young  American  officer  capitulated  to  the  enemy.  But 
George  Washington  is  never  thought  of  as  the  man  who  sur¬ 
rendered  to  the  French. 

People  would  feel  a  lot  less  sensitive  about  failure  if 
they  remembered  it  just  doesn’t  matter,  except  as  a  guide- 
post  for  oneself.  Succ^  is  a  Jsright  sun' that  obscures  and 
makes  ridiculously  unimportant  all  the  little  shadowy 
flecks  of  failure.  ' 

Why  not  get  busy  now  at  something  worthwhile  for 
your  Lord.  Give  it  a  tiy.  To  aim  high  and  fail  is  better  by 
far  than  to  aim  low  and  succeed.
